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Continuation of 11. The request for consideratiion and reexamination does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicants asserts, on page 2, the reference of Burton fails to disclose the step of after the wafer has been polished. Examiner agree, 
however the reference of Patel was provided to teach that limitation, Apllicants assert, on page 2 abridging 3, the reference of Burton is 
not analogous art. Examiner strongly disagree as one skilled in the art of CMP processing would understand that the step of polishing 
and the step of post polishing clean are all parts of the process of CMP. In fact so much so related that both steps occur insitu within the 
same apparatus, as evedenced by Noguchi et al. in US 2001/0030367 (see figure 9). Further, one skilled in the art looking for chemistry 
for a removal process would have been motivated to look for a substance used to modify viscosity of the solution and surfactant micelles 
in the solution known to minimize oxide erosion, such as Burton, because Schlueter (Semiconductor International, 10/1/1999) provides 
evedence that oxide loss is known to be an undesirable significant interaction that can result from the step of post-cmp clean (see Process 
Integration), and that even minor advances in this area make a more suitable diference (see Planarity, para. 3).
